Northwestern  is  Selected  as  Information   Center 
For  New  Nationwide  Reading   Resources  Network 


Northwestern  has  been  selected 
as  a  sateUite  information  center 
for  the  nation-wide  Reading  Re- 
sources Network. 

Announcement  of  the  selection 
of  Northwestern  as  an  informa- 
tion center  was  made  by  the  Ed- 
ucational Research  Information 
Center  and  The  Clearinghouse 
on  Retrieval  of  Information  and 
Evaluation  of  Reading.  The  or- 
ganization is  known  as  ERIC- 
CRIER. 

Northwestern  will  be  one  of 
only  20  such  satellite  centers  in 
the  United  States.  It  is  the  only 
one  in  Louisiana  and  one  of  only 
two  in  the  South. 

Dr.  Mildred  H.  Bailey,  professor 
of  education  and  director  of  the 
NSC  Reading  Center,  will  serve 
as  coordinator  of  the  information 
center. 

Dr.  Bailey  said  the  center  will 


be  housed  in  the  Northwestern 
Reading  Center  in  Warren  Easton 
Hall  but  will  be  moved  upon  the 
completion  of  the  Teacher-Educa- 
tion Center  early  next  year.  The 
permanent  home  for  the  infor- 
mation unit  will  be  in  the 
Teacher-Education  Center. 


The  national  reading  clearing- 
house is  a  joint  project  of  the  In- 
ternational Reading  Association 
and  Indiana  University.  The  pro- 
gram is  funded  by  the  U.  S.  Of- 
fice of  Education.

A  breakdown  of  enrollment 
figures  at  Northwestern  shows 
that  Caddo  Parish  is  the  school's 
leading  contiibutor  of  students 
this   fall. 

Caddo,  which  for  several  years 
has  had  the  largest  number  of 
students  at  Northwestern  of  all 
the  Louisiana  parishes,  is  rep- 
resented by  521  women  and  509 
men  for  a  total  of  1,030. 

Natchitoches  Parish  has  the 
second  largest  number  of  students 
with  727,  but  an  additional  150 
married  students  from  through- 
out the  state  are  now  listing  ad- 
dresses in  Natchitoches. 

The  third  largest  contributor 
of  students  to  Northwestern  is 
Rapides  with  619,  including  313 
men  and  306  women. 

Bossier  Parish  is  fourth  with 
an  enrollment  of  332,  giving  the 
Caddo-Bossier  Parish  area  a  total 
of  1,362.  Caddo  and  Bossier  Par- 
ishes have  23  percent  of  the 
Northwestern  student  population. 

Figures  reveal  that  of  North- 
western's  enrollment  of  6,017 
this  semester,  5,650  of  the  stu- 
dents are  from  Louisiana.  The 
Louisiana  students  make  up  94 
percent  of  the  total  enrollment 
at  the  college. 

All  64  of  Louisiana's  parishes 
are  represented  at  Northwestern. 
In  addition,  there  are  330  out-of- 
state  students  from  41  states  and 
the  District  of  Columbia,  and  37 
foreign  students  from  13  coun- 
tries. 

Texas  is  the  leading  contribu- 
tor of  out-of-state  students  to 
Northwestern  with  a  total  this 
semester  of  58.  Other  states  which 
contribute  heavily  to  the  enroll- 
ment at  Northwestern  are  Ark- 
ansas, Florida,  New  York,  Vir- 
ginia, California,  Connecticut, 
Illinois,  Massachusetts,  New  Jer- 
sey, Ohio  and  Pennsylvania.

Directed  by  J.  Robert  Smith, 
the  Northwestern  band  is  one  of 
only  five  bands  from  throughout 
the  South  chosen  to  participate 
in  the  three-day  conference, 
which  will  be  held  April  2-4  on 
the  Louisiana  State  University 
campus. 

Other  bands  selected  to  pre- 
sent programs  during  the  con- 
vention were  the  LSU  Band; 
Mississippi  State  University  Band; 
Morehead  State  University  Band 
of  Kentucky,  and  the  Shenan- 
doah Conservatory  Band  of  Vir- 
ginia.

Academic  Grants 

Northwestern  has  begun  ac- 
cepting applications  for  20  aca- 
demic scholarships  which  will  be 
available  to  freshmen  entering 
the  college  in  the  fall  of  1970.

Northwestern  basketballers,  un- 
der the  guidance  of  Head  Coach 
Tynes  Hildebrand  and  Assistant

"Those  two  basic  phases  are 
the  breaking  game  and  man-to- 
man offense  and  defense,"  Hilde- 
brand elaborated.  "And  we  have 
been  real  pleased  with  our  pro- 
gress   in    the   breaking   game  " 

Hildebrand  did  not  elaborate 
on  the  type  of  primary  offense 
the  Demon  roundballers  will  em- 
ploy this  season,  other  than  the 
fast  break. 

The  cage  mentor  did  say,  how- 
ever, that  he  was  "experimenting 
with  some  of  our  personnel."  And 
he  stated  that  "we  have  already 
made  some  changes.  And  others 
are  certain  to  be  made  before 
the  first  game  of  the  season." 

Hildebrand  did  offer  that  the 
guard  play  of  Northwestern  will 
probably  be  stronger  and  better 
in  '69-70  than  it  has  been  in  the 
past  two  seasons. 

The  Demons  open  the  season 
on  Dec.  1  against  the  rugged 
North  Texas  State  Eagles  of  the 
Missouri  Valley  Conference.  The 
season-opener  will  be  at  home  in 
the  Prather  Coliseum. 


Before  the  1969  football  sea- 
son began,  sports  writers  and 
assorted  coaches  had  relegated 
the  Northwestern  State  College 
Demons  to  a  position  closely  re- 
sembling the  cellar  of  the  Gulf 
States   Conference. 

But  through  six  games  of  the 
regular  schedule,  the  Demons 
have  proven  themselves  to  be  as 
close  a  similarity  to  the  pro- 
verbial "Cinderella  team"  as  one 
might  hope  to  find. 

Northwestern  will  enter  the 
Nov.  8  Homecoming  game  against 
McNeese  State  College  with  a 
4-2  record.  The  Demons  go  into 
the  gridfest  following  a  whallop- 
ping  48-21  victory  over  the  Jack- 
sonville   State,   Ala.   Gamecocks. 

That  victorious  effort  in  the 
sixth  game  of  the  season  was  the 
point  when  the  Demons  "put  it 
all  together",  to  use  the  words 
of  one  of  the  stellar  performers 
for  NSC.  The  proven  ground 
game  of  Northwestern  State 
rolled  up  279  yards  while  the 
air   game   produced    67    stripes. 

Two  of  the  Demons'  seven 
touchdowns  in  the  Jacksonville 
contest  came  via  the  airways, 
while  the  other  five  were  chalk- 
ed up  by  runs.  This  was  the 
highest  point  production  of  the 
current  season  by  the  Natchi- 
toches-based  gridiron   squad. 

The  big  play  of  the  night  was 
on  the  first  play  from  scrimmage 
after  Northwestern  received  the 
opening  kickoff.  Fullback  Rich- 
ard Ware  broke  over  the  left 
side  of  the  line  on  what  was 
supposed  to  be  a  short  gainer. 

But  Ware  lumbered  over  the 
scrimmage  line,  then  sprinted  73 
yards  for  a  TD.  From  then  on, 
the  momentum  was  all  NSC's. 

X ne  x-'cmv.^iio  vjtii\_i  Liij.t_\.,  v^ino 
this  season  have  been  recorded 
against  Tennessee  Tech  (35-24), 
Stephen  F.  Austin  (37-35),  and 
Northeast  Louisiana  (28-10).  The 
only  losses  came  at  the  hands  of 
Florence  State,  Ala.  (27-3)  and 
Louisiana    Tech    (42-21). 

The  statistics  which  the  North- 
western team  boasts  through  six 
games  prove  in  many  respects 
that  they  deserve  the  current 
.second  place  tie  which  they  hold 
in  the  Gulf  States  Conference 
title  chase. 

The  Demons  are  averaging 
269.8  yards  per  game  by  way  of 
their  running  attack.  NSC  has 
been  listed  practically  every  week 
in  the  national  register  of  rush- 
ing leaders.  And  this  year's 
team  is  only  some  200  yards  shy 
of  equalling  the  entire  output  of 
the  1968  Northwestern  team  in 
rushing  production. 

Individually,  the  NSC  gridders 
are  still  led  by  Ail-American 
halfback    candidate    Vic    Nyvall 


from  Kilgore,  Tex.  and  quarter- 
back Mike  Pool  from  Bossier  City. 
Nyvall  leads  the  team  in  rush- 
ing with  381  yards,  in  scoring 
with  30  points  on  five  touch- 
downs, and  in  kickoff  returns 
with  a  24.0  average  on  302  yards 
in  13  returns.  Pool  has  tossed 
passes  totaling  604  yards,  reach- 
ing the  end  zone  on  six  occasions. 

But  in  recent  weeks  other  in- 
dividuals have  come  to  the  fore 
with  sterling  performances.  Ware 
is  the  chief  climber,  as  he  has 
forged  into  second  place  on  the 
rushing  chart  with  359  yards  fol- 
lowing his  109  yard  effort 
against    Jacksonville. 

Tommy  Wallis,  out  of  Benton, 
is  still  gaining  valuable  acreage 
for  the  Purple  and  White.  And 
Tony  Papa  of  Shreveport  is  back 
in  the  lineup  following  a  month's 
layoff  because  of  a  strained 
Achilles  Tendon.  Papa  is  fast  re- 
gaining the  form  that  made  him 
the  leader  in  two  statistical  de- 
partments after  the  season-open- 
ing game. 

Defensively  Mace  Morris  from 
Clearwater,  Fla.  and  Mike  Bur- 
row from  Dallas,  Tex.  are  still 
making  the  "big  plays".  Lester 
Latino  from  New  Orleans  and 
Walter  Edler,  also  of  the  Cres- 
cent City,  have  been  instrumen- 
tal in  bringing  the  defensive  unit 
to  their  best  statistical  report  of 
the  season. 

Defensive  backs  Kenny  Hrap- 
mann  from  New  Orleans  and 
Kenny  Callens  from  Kilgore, 
Tex.  have  led  the  secondary  to 
nine  team  pass  interceptions  so 
far  this  year. 

Continued  efforts  like  the 
one  against  Jacksonville  (Ala.) 
State  will  certainly  contribute  to 
Northwestern's  steady  climb  out 
of  their  assigned  cellar.

McNeese  State  Will 
Be  Homecoming  Foe 

McNeese  State  College  of  Lake 
Charles  will  provide  the  opposi- 
tion for  Northwestern  State  Col 
lege  as  the  Demons  observe  their 
annual  Homecoming  celebration 
on  Nov.  8. 

The  contest  is  slated  to  be  an 
afternoon  affair  beginning  at 
2:30.  Preliminary  activities  will 
commence  at  2:10  p.m. 

McNeese  will  usher  into  Demon 
stadium  the  Gulf  States  Confer- 
ence's best  rusher  in  the  person 
of  Larry  Grissom,  a  sophomore 
halfback.  Through  six  games 
this  season,  Grissom  had  gained 
a  net  total  of  744  yards,  an 
average   of   124   yards   per  game. 

McNeese's    offense    is    a    late- ' 
comer,    having    found    new    life 
around  mid-season. 

But  the  home-standing  Demons 
will  have  a  few  guns  of  their 
own  to  fire.  Vic  Nyvall,  Mike 
Pool,  Richard  Ware,  Tony  Papa, 
and  Tommy  Wallis  have  all 
rushed  for  over  200  yards,  with 
Nyvall  and  Ware  getting  close 
to  the  400-yard  mark.  This  in- 
dicates very  balanced  running 
and  the  scoring  looks  very  much 
the  same. 

Receivers  Steve  Gaspard,  Al 
Phillips,  and  Wayne  Haney  have 
combined  for  almost  600  yards 
in  pass  catching  yardage.  And 
the  terminals  have  snagged  one, 
three,  and  two  touchdown  passes, 
respectively. 

Defensing  McNeese's  attack 
will  be  a  chore,  but  the  Demon 
defense  has  achieved  a  high 
level  of  maturity  and  football 
savy.  The  Cowboys  will  be  more 
than  saddle-sore  when  they  leave 
Demon  Stadium  on  Nov.  8. 
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
